G. Ward Pricz, writing from Salon- 
ika to the Loadon Times under a 
Februaary date, telis of a massacre 
of three hundred Serbian priscn2rs 


by ‘their Bulgarian captors. His nar-% 


rative is as follows: 

A Bulgarian deserter has called to 
see me. ‘This man, a corporal, had 
taken part on ‘the side of the enemy 
in the fight for the Reijec bridge last 
November. There were many things 
he related that it would have peen 
interesting to have known that al- 
ternoon. But he had more vivid 
thines to tell, and one incident in 
particular had left q dezp impre:sisn 
on his mind. 

This was tie massacre of Serbian 
prisoners at Prilep, a fews days be- 
fore the fight for the Trehenra bridt- 
ces bezan. The massacre had taken 
place before his eyes, and though the 
average Bulgarian is not by any 
neans sentimental, the way h? told 
his story showed that the gilm re- 
collection was still strong on him. 

A few days, he said, befoze the 
fightin for the bridges began, 250 
men belonging to my regiment, ,the 
50th, which is recruited on the banks 
of the Danube, Were s:nt to help puli 
guns up into the mountains along 
the Babuna pass. We were at work 
at this, when word came that Pri- 
lep was taken; so that there was no 
need to go on with the march 
through the mountalins, and the 
guns could be brought back and en- 
tzr Prilep by road. 

We came down into the Pass end 
were just approacning Prilep, being 
in view of the barracks in the plain 
ovtside the town, when we saw a 
working party of about forty men 
with picks and shovels agproaciins, 
We were halted at the time, and 
when they began to dig g big pit 
which was clearly meant to be used 
as a glave, we asked them what so 
big a grave was needed for, ‘‘There 
are dead in the town,"'’ they answer- 
od, and went on with their work. 

About 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 
while we still waited for orders where 
to.ta‘te our guns, we saw coming out 
of town towards us a long, stragzl- 
ing ling of Serbian soldier prisoners 
about three hundred, surrounlied by 
a strong escort of Iiniantry. They 
were of all ages, some yoling boys of 
fifteen, some old men. They shambl- 
cd aiong evidently without any idea 
to ware they were coing, till they! 
cams close to where this new-dug pit 
lay open. There the command to 
halt was given, anid they stood or 
sat, strounded by their guards, for 
atout an hour. 

At the cnd of that time, another 
bod; of men, could be se:n coming 
out of the town, They were Bulgar- 
ian cavalry, about &0 of them, with! 
a cagtain in command. At a walk 
they cume on tewards the prisoncrs 
and their guards at the ‘pitside. 
When they were still several hundrel; 
yards away, qa young Serbian sold- 
ier evidently sraspcd what was pre- 
paring. Makine a sudden dart, he 
sprany through the cordion of guards 
and was off, runnin at surprising 
speed, Tha guards shouted, but their 
tifes, though with bayoneis fixed, 
were not loaded, and it looked for 
a moment as if he might get clear 
away. 

Then the captain of the cavalry 
troop caught sight o7 him, turned in 
his saddle and shouted an order to 
his men. Half g dozen spurred their, 
horses and left the ranks at g gal- 
lop. It was a. short chase. Hearing 
the thud of horses hoofs behind im' 
the young Serbian turned his head 
for an instant, and then ran on fast-' 
-t than before. The galloping caval- 
ry were sosm to with him. As tho 
irst man, with g shout, raiz:d his, 
sword, the fugitive doubled like a 
‘SaysJuv 4YSIr ye yO sea pus ‘yivy 
Two mor? horsemen were close  be- 
hind, tholigh. The = first rode him 
down, and the second leaned out of 
his saddle and pierced him through 
as he scYambled to his iget. 

By this time tae guards over the 
vest of the Serpians had joaded their 
rifles and stood around them in a 
ring, witli levelled bayonets, while, | 
huddled together, the prisoners em-) 
praced each:other, or sank in eA 
to the ground. 

The cavalry captain rode up to the! 
miserable throng. 

“Baca man will bind the eyes of 
his nzighbor,"’ he shouted in Serbian. 

They did so. It took a long time! 
and was a pitiable sight, Some youn 
fet’ boys .wete crying. Many of the 
men shouted defiance /;at the guards, | 
who looked expectantly on, and uty 
the cavalry, whose swords were 
ready for the butchery. They blind-! 
folded each other with strips torn | 
from their waistcloths or whatever 
else they had. | 

s‘Now kneel down,’’ came the or- 
der. 

One by one the victims knelt, Tre 
captain turned again to his troopers | 

“Start Work,’ was the order h ec 
gave. 

The infantry guards — stili keaping 
a circle to drive back any who! 
might try to flee, drew off a little! 
to give more room, and passing | 
through the intervais in their line, 
the Bulgarian cavalry rodg in among} 
the kuzeling throng of prisoners at 
a canter, With yells of delight they| 
pushed to and fro, slashing and thru-/ 
sting at their unarmed victims. 

Some of the Serbians trizd to Seize 
the dripping sabre bladcs with their! 
hands. An arm slashed off at the 
shoulder would fall from their bodies’ 
Others, tearing off the bandages that’ 
blindfolded them, attempted to un-; 
horse thelr exccutioners, gripping 
them by the boot to throw them out! 
of the saddle, |

The massacre went on for half an 
hour. At the end of that thme there 
was little left to kili and the troop-}; 
ers were tired of cutting and thrist-| 
ing. <A few of them dismounted and} 
Walked here and there among the 
bleeding groups of dead, picking at} 
hem to sze lf any still lived. Some, 
though badly wounded, were stil; a- 
live: but the Bulgarian captain gave! 
no time for all to be finished off, 
and, at the orders, the whole pile 
of murdered prisonzrs, whether brea- 
thing or extinct, were pushed by the: 
infantry into the grave dug earlier 
in the afternoon and earth was then 
shovelled at once on top of them. 

All night after I could not sleep 
said the deserter.

The first essential to success in 
raisingiyoung chicks, is to secure a 
Necessary number of pure bred, heal- 
thy, vigorous and unrelated young 
cocxerels.
